Introduction 
1. This publicatton contains Victorlan 
Jabour force estimates derived from the 


population survey conducted throughout Australia 


each month by the Australlan Bureau of 
Statistics. Labour force estimates for employed 
persons classified by {ndustry and occupatton 
are only avaliable quarterly (f.e. each 


February, May, August, and November). 


Conduct of ABS population survey 

2. The survey Is based on a multi-stage 
area sample of private dwellings (houses, flats, 
etc.) and non-private dwellings (hotels, motels, 
etc.) and covers about one-half of one per cent 
of the Victorlan population. The Information Is 
obtalned from the occupants by tralned ABS 
Interviewers. 


Scope of survey 
3. All persons aged 15 years and over are 
Included In the survey except: 


(a) members of the permanent’ defence 
forces; 
(b) certain di plomattec personne] of 


overseas governments; 
(c) overseas visitors 
Australia; and 
{d) members of non-Australlan defence 
forces (and thelr dependants) statloned 
tn Australia.

Definitions 
4. The labour force category to which a 
person fs assigned depends on his or her actual} 


activity (f.e. whether working, looking for 
work, etc.) during the survey week. The 
definitions conform closely to the standard 
definitions recommended by the Internattonal 


Labour Organisation.

the likely difference Is given by the standard 
error of an estimate. Standard errors of survey 
estimates and month to month movements 
calculated for all regions are shown on page 21. 
As the above problems are compounded when the 
statistics are disaggregated to regional data, 
users are particularly advised to treat month to 
month movements for regfona!l data with caution. 
An explanation of standard errors and thefr use 
can be found In Section 4 of Informatton Paper: 
Victorian Labour Force Statistics, (6262.2). 


10. Labour force survey estimates are 
calculated In a way as to add up to the 
Independently der tved estimates of the 
population aged 15 years and over by age and 
SOX Regular Independent estimates of the 
population at the regional level are not 
avatsable for use as benchmarks In the manner 
described above. Therefore users should not use 
the data tn thls publficatfon as a means to 
calculate the civilian population aged 15 years 
and over within each regfon.
